Queen Elizabeth ami Prince and the 
retinue w ill go direct to the Pacific 
co.ist, 
traveling 
incognito. 
The\ 
w ill remain in some secluded point 
In California until October 14 when 
they w ill go to San Francisco to re­ 
sume the tour, if the President’s con­ 
dition is sufficiently improved in the 
meantime. 
The King also cancelled their plans 
for attending the Hipped rome'theatre 
last night, hut it was believed how­ 
ever that they would carry out the 
program arranged for today. 
Brekem idge Long, third assistant 
secretary of state, in u statement an­ 
nouncing the change tn the King's 
plans, said that the King was partly 
influenced by the Queen who is not 
particularly well.
